FOR WEST SIDE IMPROVEMENTS. 


The One Million Dollar Bill Gets Through 
the House Safely. 

Sprrtnerrecp, III.. May 28.— [Special. — Tbe 

Senate bill, allowing the Commissioners of the 


West Park to issue bonds to the extent of 


$1,000,000 for the improvement of the parks, 
sailed through the House this morning, emer- 
gency clause and all, with a dozen or more 
votes to spare. The members from Cook who 
were antagonistic were O'Donnell and K wasi- 


groch, . 

Mr. O'Donnell opposed the bill because he 
says the people of his district are taxed as 
much as they can siand, and Mr. Kwasigroch 
said not a single constituent had asked him to 
vote for the it. 

Mr. Chott asked unanimous consent for the 
reading of the bill, but met with objections. 


Then he moved and obtained a suspension of 


the rules. He took the floor and made a short 
but quite effective speech in favor of the 
measure. Mr. Chott spoke of the West parks 
and the West Side in general, and claimed the 
property-owners of that division should be al- 
lowed to make such public improvements in 
time for the Exposition as will bring that sec- 
tion of the city into favorable comparison 
with the North and South Sides. 

O'Donnell and Kwasigroch pitched into the 
bill, claiming their constituents had all they 
could do to pay their taxes as it was. These 
gentlemen said the bill was in the interest of 
the real-estate dealers and would involve un- 
necessary and extravagant expenditure of 
money. 

James J. Townsend came next, and said the 
West Side park system was twenty years be- 
hind those of the North and South Sides. 
Something should be done to help the breath- 
ing places of the poor, and he favored the bill. 
Two weeks ago he drove over the West parks 
and found them covered with weeds and the 
driveways in bad condition because they had 
been made with cinders instead of concrete, 
as was used in the North and South Side 
parks. : 

Jacob J. Miller also made a speech for the 
bill, and was followed by City Attorney Kern, 
Brooks, Hayes, and Patton, all of whom in- 
dorsed the measure in the highest terms. The 
rolLcall started off rather tamely, and the bill 
seemed to hang fire. Then it was that Hutch- 
ings, Kern, Townsend, Van Praag, Miller, 
Chott, and in fact all the Cook County delega- 
tion except O'Donnell and Kwasigroch, went 
into action among their brother members 
getting votes for the bill. Seventy-eight men 
were found on the affirmative side on the first 
roll-call, and the absentees were demanded, 
The Cook County band resumed its missionary 
efforts, and in five minutes time had the bill 
way outside the danger line. The fight was a 
pretty one, and reflects great credit on Hutch- 
ings, Chott, Towusend, Van Praag, Miller, 
Patton, and the other men who made and 
won it.

Some Said to Be Slated for Promotion,

An order was issued by Superintendent of 
Police McClaughry late yesterday afternoon 
assigning Lieut. Ross to the command of the 
Central Detail. This appointment is said to 
be only temporary. The next general order 
will have reference to the captains and will, 
it is claimed, be issued Saturday. It may also 
include the reappointment of Capt. Brennan 
as assistant, as it is generally understood he 
will be assigned the place for the’ present. 
There will not be an order for some time af- 
fecting the rank and file, as the Superintend- 
ent desires to make a thorough inspection be- 
fore making any changes. 

A great deal of interest centers in the next 
general order, as it affects a greater number 
of men. The rank and file are also deeply in- 
terested, as the Captains are their immediate 
commanding officers. 

In the First Division there are a number of 
Captains. It is said the Superintendent has 
decided to put Capt. Horace Elliott, now com- 
manding the Englewood district, again at the 
head of the Detective Department.

It is 
claimed that Capt. Fitzpatrick will continue 
his duties as Inspector with the rank of 
Captain. The Central Detail is slated to Lieut. 
Bernard Baer or Lieut. Ross. The fact that 
Ross has been put in commend temporarily 
his friends say, would indicate that he is to 
have the place permanently. He is in line for 
the promotion, as he has been the Lieutenant 
of the detail for some time. 

Wants His Old Place, 


Ex-Capt. Wheeler Bartram is making a 
strong effort to get his old place at the 
armory.

Currency, and the embezzlement of $100,000 
and upwards of the bank’s funds. 

Henry H. Kennedy, cashier of the bank and 
brother of the President, was also arrested, 
charged with conspiracy with Francis W. 
Kennedy to make false entries, false returns, 
and with making both. 

When the two accused men heard that the 
warrants were out for their arrest they at 
once went before United States Commissioner 
Bell and gave themselves into custody. Counsel 
for the Kennedys stated that they were will- 
ing to waive a hearing and enter bonds for 
their appearance at court. Commissioner 
Bell declined to allow thom to waive a hearing 
and fixed the bail of Francis Kennedy at $20,- 
000 and that of Henry Kennedy at $15,000 for 
a hearing next Monday. The Kennedys are 
already under $10,000 bail each to answer the 
charge of receiving money from depositors 
when they knew the bank was insolvent. 

Henry H. Kennedy was released on bail, 
but Francis Kennedy spent all day and part 
of the night in an unavailing effort to secure 
bondsmen. Instead of being taken to prison 
he was allowed to stay all night at a hotel un- 
der the close surveillance of four Deputy Mar- 
shals. 

From the few developments that took place 
today in the affairs of the bank it is evident 
that when the full story of its management is 
told it will fairly rival that of the looted Key 
stone Bank. Among the collaterals of the 
bank are two notes—one for $50,000 and the 
other for $20,000—that are drawn by a person 
who has no existence.

deceased person shall be guilty of misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than $100 nor more than $300, or confined 
in the county jail not less than three months nor 
more than six months or both in the discretion of 
the court. This act shall not be deemed to apply 
to any portion of a scene or play in any theatrical 
presentation. 

The bald- headed man was Col. Bundy of 
Chicago, and he favored the bill. A dozen 
other distinguished visitors did not want it, 
and to quote a favorite expression of Col. 
Thomas Jefferson Dolan of South African 
fame, There you are. 

Col. Bundy’s Reasons. 

The bill was read and Col. Bundy addressed 
the committee. He was a Spiritualist, he 
said, and had been for years, and knew that 
life continued beyond the grave. Under cer- 
tain conditions spirits could return to this 
earth. These were the tenets of his faith. He 
was against tricksters and frauds who traveled 
over the land defrauding people, and this was 
the reason he favored the bill. The Colonel 
said the cabinet fakers were getting ready to 
swoop down on Chicago during the World’s 
Fair and rob unsophisticated people of their 
substance. The Colonel said, moreover, he 
had the material with him to show how 
these frafidulent . manifestations were 
made, and, producing the bundle 
and the box hereinbefore referred 
to, he unwrapped the contents there- 
of and deposited them on the committee- 
room table. There were wigs and masks, and 
dresses, and contraptions looking like those 
old-time elongated spiral bustles. All of them 
had belonged to fakers who personified the 
spirits of the dead and these were the folks he 
was after. Col. Bundy explained just how 
these tricks were done, and he amused the 
committee to their great delectation. 

Did you ever see a spirit yourself!? quer 
ied Joe O'Donnell. a 

Col. Bundy told in reply of a séance where 
he had seen the visage of a departed friend, 
recognized simultaneously by himself and two 
others, and he knew that spirits returned to 
earth under certain conditions.

Do you believe that music could be brought 
by spiritualistic influences from a piano that 
wee under lock and key?”

Then Col. Buss, who resembles Billy Crane 
in the “ Senator,” introduced a slim built 
man who wore a white necktie and a button 
like that distinctive of the Wah-Nah-Ton So- 
ciety of Chicago, by name Prof. Randall. Col. 
Bundy recagnized in Prof. Randall an un- 
friendly Indian and glanced at him askance. 

Prof. delivered a discourse on spir- 
itualism, the regular orthodox He 
spoke of development and materialization 
ever so glibly, and he told how simple trance 
mediums got in time to be speakers and gave 
lectures while in trances. ) 

Then Prof. Randall sat down and the com- 
mittee at once got into the biggest wrangle of 
the session. 

John Springer, who was dressed right up to 
the height of fashion—cross-barred trousers, 
yellow-topped shoes, and a big diamond 
planted in the lower left-hand section 
of a new spring tie—said he was for the bill, 
which would wipé out a lot of “Jacks and 
Hoodoos who traveled over the State with 
lanterns and wigs and get money from credu- 
lous people by fraud and deceit. These folks 
have filled the asylums with poor deluded 
victims. John Springer madea mighty vig- 
orous speech and Reed Green indorsed all 
John Springer said, because he and Mr. 
Warder had visited an entertainment given by 
a M. de Le Zeno, paying 50 cents each for the 
privilege of being deluded by the professor. 

4 If this bill becomes a law,” said Reed 
Green, the M. de Le Zeno that comes to our 
town will be jugged.” 

Mr. Berry States His Position. 

Representative Berry of Savanna, III., took 
a broad and lofty ground on the whole busi- 
ness. He thought the bill was barbarous and 
against free speech, free thought, and religion, 
too. It was contrary to the spirit of the insti- 
tutions of the country and against the Decla- 
ration of Independence, too. 

Mr. Ramsay of St. Clair said the bill was a 
slap at the spiritualists and he was opposed to 
it.

“T will say,“ continued Mr. Ramsay, “I 
went to New York a perfect stranger and sat 
down with a medium. I was not hypnotized, 
and the medium told me—well, she told 
me—”’ 

Everybody yelled: ‘* What did she tell you? 

But what she told him was not disclosed, 

Mr. Ramsay continued after the tumult 
subsided, and said the bill would be a hardship 
on many living in country towns, who brought 
mediums to their homes from a distance and 
conferred with them, bearing the expense 
proportionately. He said he was not a spir- 
itualist, but believed in religious freedom. 

“You may punish a spiritualist by death,” 
said Mr. Ramsay of St. Clair. But he will 
send for his medium and have his séance all 
the same.” é 

Mr. Prince took the ground that the bill in- 
terfered with religious liberty. 

No Use for Humbugs. 

Then Joe O’Donnell came into action, and 
he sailed into the humbug to his heart’s con- 
tent. The bill did not interfere with spiritual- 
ism unless manifestations were accomplished 
by artificial means. He had no use for 
cabinets, masks, and was for the bill. 

Half adozen other speeches were made, 
after which half a dozen amendments offered

ARCHBISHOP KATZER ON EDUCATION.

A Pastoral from the Wisconsin Prelate on 
the Subject of the Public Schools, 

Mriwavkea, Wis,, May 28,—[Special.]— 
Archoishop-elect Katzer of the Catholic dio- 
cese of Wisconsin today promulgated his pas- 
toral letter addressed to the clergy and laity 
of the archiliocese. After the formal an- 
nouncement of his appointment he speaks at 
length of his duties as Archbishop. On the 
subject of education he says: 

As teacher we likewise have the right and at 
the same time the obligation to insist that also 
you instruct and educate for good, and according 
to the will of God, those that are in 
trusted to your caré. The office of a Bishop 
is, furthermore, the office of a pastor. 
It is the duty of a pastor to guard his flock; to 
lead it on to fertile pastures; to protect it from 
dangers. Be the dangers from without or from 
within; dangers arising from erroneous doctrines 
or from a pernicious spirit of the age; dangers 
brought about by rapacious wolves or by enemies 
in sheep's clothing; he must warn and defend the 
faithful against them. It is his duty to search 
for the lost sheep and if necessary to give 


laws and regulations and also to give commands 
in matters of the super natural order and those 
that are connected therewith. Thanks to the zeal 
of the priests and generosity of the faithful the 
archdiocese has many Catholic schoois in which 
the youth receives a thoroughly Christian educa- 
tion. It has higher institutions of learning under 
the management of able and experienced direc- 
tors. All these institutions owe their origin, 
their continuance, and flourishing condition both 
to the Christian spirit of sacrifice and also to the 
prudent and conscientious administration of our 
predecessors and of those to whom these works of 
charity and education have been intrusted. 


CHARGES OF FRAUD AGAINST THE BYANS. 


The Big Failure at Atlanta, Ga., Likely to 
Develop Ugly Features, 
of fraud on an extensive scale are now being 
brought the Ryans, who are concerned 
in the big goods failure of Stephen Ryan. 
These es are made in two bills for u re- 
ceivership filed before Judge Clarke, The 
first is by Hathaway, Soule. & Harrington of 
Boston, who have a claim of $7,000. Their 
charge is that Ryan purchased goods in enor- 
mous quantities on credit and immediately 
proceeded to dispose of them at less than 
their cost price. Ryan’s collections were 
large, yet he has unsecured liabilities of 
nearly $500,000. 
The claim is made that the recent sale of 


‘ the firm’s real estate to John F. Ryan was a 


collusion; that the retirement of John Ryan 
(the father) was not real, but that they were, 
in fact, all concerned in the business to the 
end, their published relations being but part 
of agchemé to secure large credits with the 
view that when failure came Stephen should 
escape actual loss under cover of his father 
and his brother. 

The second bill is filed by M. H. Marks & 
Co. of Cincinnati, who declare that mortgages 
to the amount of $850,000 given to John and 
John F. Ryan and H. B. Claflin & Co. of New 
York were in collusion. ,

THE REPUBLICAN CONGRESSIONAL AF, 
PORTIONMENT. 

Republican plan for a Congressional 
reapportionment ‘has been introduced in the 
Senate, and the best thing the Democrats can 
do is to recognize its fairness and vote for it. 
It is not in their power to put through this 
General Assembly a gerrymander like those 
which have been perpetrated in Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Indiana, Wisconsin, and other States 
where their party was temporarily in power. 
They would be glad to deal with Illinois in 
the same way and to smother Republican 
counties and wards with Democratic ones, but 
it is not feasible this year. 

The six districts to which this county is en- 
‘| titled are laid out by this Republican appor- 
tionment so as to follow the lines of party 
divisions and party affiliations.

Of the sixteen country districts only three 
are altered. The present Fifth, Sixth, and 
Tenth to Twentieth, inclusive, remain as they 
are. They were fairly laid out in 1880 and 
there is no reason for changing them. In 1888 
they elected seven Republicans and six Demo- 
crats. Last year they chose four Republicans 
and nine Democrats. That they were thus 
affected by a temporary change in the senti- 
ment of the voters shows that they were not 
gerrymandered. : 
The modifications of the old present Seventh, 
Eighth, and Ninth Districte, which will be the 
Ninth, Tenth, and Eleventh, are necessitated 
by the differences in the growth of the counties 
composing them. The present Seventh is 
made up of Bureau, Henry, Lee, Putnam, and 
Whiteside Counties. They have gained so 
little in population in the last ten yéars that 
Marshall and Woodford have to be added to 
them. In the Eighth District Livingston and 
Ford replace Du Page and Will, the last of 
which has made great gains in population. 
Ford, Livingston, Marshall, and Woodford 
are taken from the Ninth District, leaving 
only Kankakee and Iroquois, to which Du 
Page and Will are added. On the basis of the 
vote of 1888 the Republicans would carry the 
three districts; on the basis of last fall’s vote 
but two of them. 

The proposed apportionment is eminently 
fair, therefore, and the Democrats cannot do 
better than to accept it. If they can carry 
the State for President in 1892 they will secure 
a majority of the Congressional delegation. 
But it will not give them, as the gerryman- 
dering schemes of the party in Ohio, indiana, 
Wisconsin, and Michigan, a majority of the 
_ Congressmen with the State rolling up a 
heavy Republican majority. In other words, 
the bill does not provide for minority rule in 
Ulinois, and that is the only objection the 
Democrats can make to it.

PAYING ALDERMEN SALARIES INSTEAD 
OF PER DIEM. 

The bill to pay Chicago Aldermen salaries 

of $1,500 a year has been ordered to a third 
reading in the Senate anda similar one has 
made about equal progress in the House. Ap- 
parently it will pass unless protest is heard 
from this city during the next two weeks. 
It is interesting to watch the quiet, steady, 
seemingly automatic progress of this bill. It 
seems to have neither friends nor enemies. 
But while measures which have warm friends 
and few or no opponents remain stuck in com- 
mitteés or stranded on the files, this one, for 
which nobody says a word, which is ignored 
by the correspondents and unmentioned by 
the Chicago papers with the exception of Tus 
Tm, slides placidly and serenely along. 
The Council has not asked for it. The citi- 
zens of Chicago have not asked forit. But 
the bill moves ahead, borne on by some in- 
visible undereurrent. 

Tus Trruns has stated fully the objections 
to this bill. It is well enough that the Alder- 
men should get, say, $5 for each meeting they 
may attend; but the city’s demands on their 
time, even on that of a business-man, do not 
call for a fixed salary of $1,500a year. To at- 
tach such a salary to the office would be 
merely to increase the pressure and scramble 
to secure it. At present the reasonably hon- 
est office-hunter does not seek it except for 
the honor and importance of the position. 
But when an Alderman gets enough from the 
City Treasury to support himself and family 
only a few wards will be represented by pub- 
lic-spirited nen. All the others will be either 
Aldermanic taxeaters or boodlers seeking the 
office for what is in it. The latter will draw 
the salary and at the same time keep on sell- 
ing ordinances to corporations. The others 
will draw the pay and be no more efficient 
than they are now. | 

The result of this imitation of Tammany 
methods will be to drop the Aldermanic 
standard lower, when it is too low already, 
and to divert for the payment ot Aldermanic 
salaries $100,000 from the Treasury which is 
used now for public purposes. 

The Aldermen meet about once a week for 

two or three hours, for which they are paid $3, 
and perhaps should get $5, but under this bill 
they will receive about thirty dollars for each 
Council evening meeting, whether they attend 
or not; twenty or thirty members may be ab- 
sent, but the bill does not deduct $30 from 
the salary but allows them to draw it from 
the pockets of the taxpayers and put it, un- 
earned, into their own. 
But there does not appear, however, to be 
any objecfion to this grab on the part of Chi- 
cago taxpayers. They seem to take it quite 
as a matter of course that their taxes should 
be-used for paying salaries to Aldermen in- 
stead of improving the city. 4f they prefer 
that sort of thing they are going to get it, for 
it looks much as if the bill would slip or slide 
through; and the Governor cannot be expect- 
ed to veto it-when he hears no protests from 
the Chicago taxpayers to its passage.

“ THROUGH TO LIVERPOOL.” 

The Kansas City Times speaks in glowing 
terms of the promise that “the great inland 
port of Chicago is to be connected with En- 
gland by ocean steamers. It thinks the six 
vessels, each with a capacity of 2,700 tons for 
freight, will have an effect on freight rates 
that will be felt all over the West. It is to be 
no combination of rail and water communica- 
tron, as every foot of the distance will be per- 
formed by the steamers. Then the Missouri 
River is to be improved so that grain can go 
from Kansas City to Liverpool without having 
to pay a single cent of freight charges to a 
railroad company. 
This is a pleasant picture, and no friend of 
the West would wish to throw even a straw as 
obstacle in the way of its realization. But it 
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of an English financial journal, in which 
is stated that a competent engineer has ex- 
amined the proposed Chidago to Liver- 
pool route and reported against it. He 
personally looked over the whole ground, 
and concluded it would not pay, for 
which reason the syndicate at whose 
expense he came out has abandoned the idea 
of making the connection.

follows that the su * completion of the 
Hennepin Canal the dredging of the Illi- 


nois River would mean a similar direct 
route through to St. Louis and from the mouth 
of the Missouri up to Kansas City. It would 
be hard to find an intelligent engineer who 
would undertake to open up such a route for 
the passage of vessels that could carry 2,700 
tons of freight across the ocean besides fuel 
for the voyage. ‘The differences of level are 
too great to permit it.

THE PROFESSIONAL POLITICIANS HAVE 
BEATEN IT 


Representative Kefn’s bill to give Mayors a 
single term and retire them a term before a 
reélection has been shelved. It isa pity that 
this should be the case, for the single-term 
principle which it contains isan admirable 
one, and will be the law some day for Presi- 
dents, Governors, and Mayors. The only de- 
feet in the bill is the four-year term provision. 
Two years has become the rule in this State 
and there is no geod reason fur changing it. 

It is stated that one of the causes for the 
strangulation of Mr. Kern’s measure waa the 
* vigorous speech of Mr. Dorsey Patton of 
Chicago, an undertaker. He drove several 
nails in the coffin of the bill by stating in that 
solemn and impressive manner which befits 
his profession asadirector of funeral rites 
that, “if made alaw, it would make the 
„Mayor superior to public opinion and popu- 
“lar control.“ 

“ Public opinion,” as this grave gentleman 
understands and knows it, is the prevailing 
sentiment of those who are called practical 
politicians.“ In his estimation their opinion is 
public opinion,” and they always when beg- 
ging the Mayor not to veto some specially ras- 
cally ordinance or importuning him to ap- 
point to office some henchmanor unsavory 
bummer tell him that “public opinion de- 
mands that he should do those things. They 
notify him further that if he does not do them 
“public opinion,” of which they are the 
chartered exponents, will be against his re- 
nomination, which will prevent his reélection. 
In the same way the “ popular control ” 
from which Mr. Patton thinks this law would 
emancipate the Mayor is not the control of 
men who earn their own living, think their

Then he 
was in favor of always having in the Treasury 
enough silver besides that held against out- 
standing certificates to enable the government 
to promptly supply any demand for it by the 
people, but he did not then suggest additional 
purchases of silver. Now he advises that the 
purchases of bullion should be unlimited so 
long as the certificates are absorbed by the 
public. 

The fundamental mistake in this scheme 
appears to be the idea that the demand for a 
three-quarter silver dollar would at no time 
exceed the requirements of healthy trade. The 
experience of this and other countries proves 
this does not hold true for paper issues which 
have behind them a guarantee confessedly not 
worth par. The gteater the depreciation the 
greater is the temptetion and the demand for 
a larger issue, and in about every case this has 
been made again and again till the country 
had more than 1t knew what to do with and 
was obliged to begin business on a fresh basis. 
There is no reason to think the rule would fail 
if tried once more in the United States, with 
75 cents’ worth of silver the sole guarantee for 
the integrity of the so-called dollar. 

If the suggestion of Mr. Fairchild be adopt- 

ed it should be with the important modifica- 
tion that a silver certificate for ten dollars be 
issued strictly against ten dollars’ worth of 
silver, and no less. This would eliminate all 
danger from the scheme, make the currency 
of the country a healthy one, and enable the 
people to have all the money they want, pro- 
vided they can find the security, which in the 
case of silver would be a dollar’s worth of 
bullion for every doliar of paper issued 
against it. The fact that this is precisely 
what the silver howlers do not want 16 no 
valid argument against it. Ou the contrary, 
their attitude forms a most cogent réason 
why such full security should be insisted on 
as the only safeguard against wreck 
to the commercial and financial prosperity 
of the United States by having their nefarious 
schemes carried into effect. On the basis of 
full-value dollars the country wants all the 
money it can get and is entitled to have it. 
But to issue paper dollars which are only se- 
cured for thsee-quafters of their face would 
do the country no more good than the water- 
ing of its milk, the adulteration of flour with 
chalk, or the mixing of sand with sugar would 
be-to the advantage of the consumers of those 
articles. :

(Mass.) Republican quotes the President of 
one of the largest insurance companies as 
saying that he never knew anything like it. 
The figures warrant his statement. The 
losses for the present year to date foot up 
$67,869,203, as compared with $41,422.297 for 
the same time last year. The monthly losses 
this year are as follows: January, $12,043,940; 
February, $10,264,010; March, $12,869,103; 
April, $11,642,675; May (to date), $21,049,475. 
The great increase of losses in the present 
month is partly occasioned by the destructive- 
ness of the forest fires in New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan, and Wisconsin, but even leav- 
ing these out of consideration the losses for the 
month would be over $16,000,000. 


Accorptne to official returns only two acres 
out of every seven in Sarpy, one of the chief 
counties of Nebraska, are under mortgage. 
This compares favorably with conditions in 
the cities. A vast number of the buildings 
and lots in Chicago are mortgaged, and for 
the same reason as that for which money was 
borrowed in 58 per cent of the cases in Sarpy 
County. The capital was used to build or buy 
where already built, and the income from the 
property leaves a profit after the payment of 
rent and taxes. It the persons who lent the 
money had used it for the purchase of the 
property would they not be entitled to the in- 
come from it? And could the actual buyers 
have purchased without their assistance? 
Then what is there to find fault with? 


A report on the budget of the German 
Empire for 1891-92 just issued from the 
English Foreign Office contains some interest- 
ing figures. It provides for an expenditure 
of $282,661,470, the revenue derived from cus- 
toms duties, indirect taxes, and administrative 
receipts being estimated at a similar amount, 
and the deficiency to be made up by contribu- 
tions from the Federal States and proceeds of 
loans. The total expense of the army is esti- 
mated at $170,864,595, which is a decrease of 
about $45,000,000, as compared with last year, 
the decrease being in the extraordinary ex- 
penses.. The total debt of the empire -is 
$361,793,835. The civil list of the King of 
Prussia (he receives none as Emperor) 
amounts to $3,929,825, of which $2,000,000 is 
voted by Parliament, and the remainder is 
made up of receipts from lands and forests.

PRICE OF COAL ADVANCED, 


for Fuel Increased. 

New Tonx, May 28.—[Special. }—At a meet- 
ing of the Western sales agents of the anthra- 
cite coal operators held in this city today it 
was decided to advance prices 15 cents a ton 
over the May circular. This will make the 
June prices of coal, all sizes, $5.40 per ton 
wholesale in Chicago. The fact was developed 
at this meeting that the Western trade is in an 
excellent condition and that there is a smaller 
stock on hand than there was at this time in 
1890, 

The Eastern sales agents met later and fixed 
the tonnage for the entire country for June 
at 3,250,000 tons. This is 750,000 tons more 
than the allotment for May and 1,500,000 less 
than the allotment for June, 1890. Prices 
were advanced 15 cents aton over the May 
circular, which will make the Eastern prices 
for June as follows: Grate, $3.65; egg, . 75: 
stove, $3.90; chestnut, $3.65.. The program 
outlined at this meeting was to further ad- 
vance the prices of grate and egg 10 cents a 
ton each month until October. Stove and 
chestnut will be advanced 25 cents per month 
up to and inclusive of October. ad- 
vances will, of course, affect Chicago prices. 


Leading retailers of anthracite in Chicago said 
the action of the big 2 would result in an 
increase of the retail price from to about $6.25 
June 1. The concerns that practically control the 
output of anthracite and form what some people 
call a trust are asfollows: Pennsylvania railroad 
company, Erie railway company, Pniladelphia 
and Reading railroad company, Delaware and 
Hudson Canal company, ware, Lackawanna 
and Western ad company, Central railroad 
of New Jersey, Pennsylvania Coal company, and 
Coxe Bros. & Co. Manager Lee of W. L. Scott & 
Co. said there were no present indications of an 
advance in the price of bituminous. 


BUILDING TRADES ATA STAND-STILL. 


Thirty-six Lumber Dealers Join the Boy- 
cott Against Labor Unions. 

New York, May 28.—[Special. |—Thirty-six 
lumber firms of Brooklyn and Long Island 
City closed their yards today in support of the 
New York Lumber-Dealers’ Association in its 
fight against the boycott of the labor unions 
on C. L. Bucki & Co. One hundred firms in 
this city, eight in Jersey City and Hoboken, 
and thirty-six in Brooklyn and Long Island 
City make a total of 144 that have ceased to 
deliver lumber. Building operations in this 
city and Brooklyn are almost paralyzed in 
consequence of this boycott. Thousands of 
mechanics are idle as a result of the 
difficulty. The lumber-handlers and truck- 
drivers who were locked out or went out on 
strike are firm and express their intention of 
holding out until the dealers come to terms. 
The workmen lost in wages during the first 
week $250,000 and during the second week 
$450,000. Duri the last two weeks only 
4,500,000 feet of lumber have been handled, as 
against 36,000,000 feet ordinarily. A telegram 
has been received from the United Lumber

ESMERALDA WAS ORDERED TO LEAVE 


The Mexican Authorities Gave the Vessel 
Enough Coal to Get It Out of the Harbor. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 28.—Dr. A. M. So- 

teldo, so long the Venezuelan Minister here, 

says that the Mexican Government ordered 
the insurgent Chilean cruiser Esmeralda to 
leave the harbor of Acapulco when it was in 
that port. The commander of the vessel said 
he was willing to leave, but his ship had no 
sails and could not move without steam 
power. The government then allowed the 

Esmeralda to take euough coal to carry the 

order into effect, and it received 250 tons, its 

ordinary consumption being fifty tons per 
day. The Esmeralda sailed May 26, immedi- 
ately after receiving its coal allowance. 

It is expected at the Navy Department that 
the Charleston will spend two or three days 
at Callao taking coal aboard. It should 
make the run from Callaoto Arica, Chile, 
where the vessel is expected to touch, in two 
days, or if it keeps straight on should arrive 
at its destination and join the Baltimore and 
San Francisco at Iquique in three days from 
the time of the departure from Callao. So 
the longest chase on record is nearly over, and 
unless the Itata blunders into port while the 
Charleston is there it appears that the chances 
of ~ capture by that vesse! are now very 
small, 

Iquiquz, Chile, May 28.—The fact that the 
United States warship Charieston had arrived 
at Callao and that it had not caught signt of 
the transport Itata since leaving Acapulco, 
Mex., caused rejoici in this city. It is 
now bslieved that the Itata will reach some 
friendly port without further trouble. Even 
had the Charleston caught the Itata it isdoubt- 
ful if any of the arms or ammunition which 
the latter veasel received from the schooner 
Robert and Minnie at San Diego, Cal., would 
have been found,.

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AN UGLY ITALIAN WEAPON. 


A Big Revolver to Which Is Attached a 
Murderous 

New York Sun: Property Clerk 
ell of Brooklyn has in his custody just 
weapon which is probably the most murder- 
ous specimen of smallarm ever manufactured.

When 
the stiletto is ready for use the wea meas- 
ures ten and a half inches. Although the 
stiletto can be opened so easily, it is quite a 
difficult task to close it, and a person not ac- 
quainted with the secret would have to work 
a long time to discover how to shut it. 
There is a spring ng on the p of steel which 
holds the blade which is forced back by a 
screw which protrudes through the piece of 
steel. A strong pressure on the screw loosens 
e be closed up. The 
weapon can be for a forward thrust, as 
with a short sword, or gripped around the bar- 
rel, with the butt of the — bs trigger, and 
cylinder, td prevent a ibility of its slip- 
ping. In the hands 2 desperate man it 
would do terrible — 2 — The revolver 
could be fired while the stiletto isin the vic- 
tim’s body. The weapon is of foreign make, 
and the stiletto attachment gives the im- 
pression that it was made in Italy. It is rusty 
and old, but well oiled and not the less terri- 
ble on account of age. The man who carried 
it has not been in this country a year. 


YUNG YO HING DIED IN THE TEMPLE. 


The Chinese Masonic Fraternity Suddenly 
Loses One of Its Exalted Officials. 

BALTITonx, Md., May; 28.—[ Special. — 
There is mourning in the Chinese Masonic 
Temple here over the strange death of Yung 
Yo Hing, an exalted officer of the t Ce- 
lestial fraternity. He arrived in timore 
Tuesday night from Richmond, Va., where he 
had been instituting a new branch of the 
order. There was a grand demonstration in 
his bonor and a feast at midnight, during the 
course of which he suddenly threw up his 
hands and dropped dead. This,was the story 
told by one of the Chinamey in the temple to- 
night. No doctor was called in to attend the 
dyifig man and the police are making an in- 
vestigation. An autopsy has been ordered. 

At daylight Wednesday the Chinese Ma- 
sons had the body removed to an undertaker’s, 
where all day long two members of the order 
in long white gowns have burned incense 
about the body and repe 
with oils. The residents in the neighborhood 
of the temple were aro soon after the 
body had been removed by the beatingof tom- 
toms, the squeaking of Chinese one- 
stringed fiddles, and. the wailing of.the in- 
mates of the temple. Red fire could be seen 
burning in the rooms, a number of red 
slips with characters marked thereon in India 
ink were pasted on the doors and windows, 
and the peculiar pungent ordor of incense was 
detected for half a square around. 

During the day hundreds of Chinamen vis- 
ited the —— and helped burn little strips of 
paper. Other —— bearing Chinese charac- 
ters were thrown from the windows in pro- 
fusion and covered tne sidewalks. The so- 
called temple occupies a large three-stor 
building. The lodge-room is hung about with 
Chinese weapons and musical instruments. 
In another room is a joss altar about which 
colored lights are now burning in memory of 
the deceased Yung Yo Hing. The funeral will 
take place next Sunday and half a dozen 
Chinamen left here for New York this after- 
noon to bring on prominent officials of the 
order to participate in the ceremonies, Yung 
Yo Hing’s headquarters were in San Francisco 
and he traveled Al over the country in the in- 
terest of the Chinese Masonic fraternity. 


ANOTHER CASE FOR MR. BLAINE.
